' j “Better Car Service" will be the 
' subject for discussion at the first 
luncheon held by the Sierra Madre 
commuters. The luncheon will be 
1 held in the Los Angeles City club in 
the Chapman building at noon, Mon¬ 
day, February 18. A number have 
(already signified their intentions of 
being present at the luncheon and 
space is reserved for twenty. 

President W. E. Doty of the Civic 
association will handle the gavel at 
I the first meeting. There will be a 
special room reserved so that those 
attending the luncheon will not be 
interrupted by others. There is con¬ 
siderable demand for better car ser¬ 
vice on the Sierra Madre line and 
it is believed that if the people who 
travel to Los Angeles daily should 
get together and voice their senti¬ 
ments, it would have much more 
weight with transportation officials 
than any movement coming from in¬ 
frequent users of interurban service. 

A movement is under way to give 
trains leaving I.os Angeles right of 
way over trains going toward Los 
Angeles, which is believed by many j 
would cause less delay to those who 
use the Pacific Electric to reach their 
homes after a day’s work in the city. 
There is also a movement to replace 
the 4:40 car, which was taken off of 
the schedule some time ago. A pe- 
tition will be presented at the meet¬ 
ing for both of these proposals so 
that officials will be able to under- ! 
stand the sentiment of the people 
who use the cars daily. 

It is the plan to have these com¬ 
muters’ luncheons at frequent in¬ 
tervals so that the problems peculiar 
to the commuter can be discussed 
and disposed of. Sierra Madre is 
the first suburban town in Califor- 1 
nia to try this scheme.

Of¬ 
ficers Adam Mueller, Ralph Odwark- 
er and Tom Henderson rushed over 
to the scene and arrested the boys, 
who were taken completely by sur¬ 
prise at having injured any one. 
They were brought back to Sierra 
Madre and turned over to the sher¬ 
iff’s office pending investigation. 
Their car was held at Sierra Madre. 

Although the girl’s wounds were 
painful it did not appear that they 
were likely to prove serious. The 
boys were therefore released upon 
evidence that the shooting of the 
girls was not intentional. 


The Nation Mourns 

While the public mind had been 
(prepared for the passing of Wood- 
I row Wilson and was spared the 
! shock of sudden tragedy, it had like¬ 
wise time to reappraise the services 
of the war president. Convinced 
that there would be no substantial 
recovery after his breakdown, the 
nation had already begun, conscious¬ 
ly or otherwise, to estimate his place 
in history. With the asperities of 
war times and partisan strife soft¬ 
ened or wiped oyt, there was a 
growing measure of tenderness and 
appreciation for the fine idealism 
which marked his utterances and ef¬ 
forts. It began to dawn on some of 
his bitterest opponents that he had 
been the one great spokesman capa¬ 
ble of putting into words the world’s 
longings for permanent peace and 
justice. Where he had been criti¬ 
cised for being impractical, it was 
realized that the handicaps of the 
pence conference were largely due to 
“practical” statesmen refusing to 
follow the ideals which he had set 
up as the standard. He will be re¬ 
corded in history as a prophet ahead 
of his time.

This pro¬ 
vision compels every motorist to ob¬ 
serve the speed regulations before he 
can claim any right of way at street 
intersection.

SMILE POSTMAN 

In April, 1922, Postmaster General 
Work issued a set of rules to post¬ 
men. Because this set of rules has 
back of it a message that fits wher¬ 
ever men are employed; because, if 
followed, they will lead to individual 
and collective power, we were tempt¬ 
ed to reprint them here—and 'ell. 
It is our belief that every employer 
of labor could wisely display these 
rules where they might be seen and 
read and studied. Mr. Work said: 

“1. Smile, use courtesy to all— 
equals and subordinates, as well as 
superiors. It requires the use of 
about thirty-six muscles to smile 
and of ninety-seven to frown Why 
work overtime? 

“2. Respect the authority of 
others and the personal dignity and 
feelings of subordinates; we are all 
human beings, not machines. 

“3. Criticise constructively. Show 
how to improve conditions and how 
to correct and avoid error. 

“4. To a patron accept blame for 
the mistakes of the office; do not 
air inside differences. If you are 
doing your best, assume that your 
fellow workers are doing theirs. 

"5. Don’t encourage gossip, be 
little or adversely criticise a fellow 
worker. We all have good point3 
and like credit for good performance. 

“6. Be generous when another 
gets it ‘in the neck.’ Fortune’? 
wheel is always turning and you 
may be on the under side some tir.y. 

“7. Don’t hide behind cryptic 
statements and take advantage of 
the double meanings of words. Cul¬ 
tivate clearness, come clean. Let 
others know where you stand and 
what you mean. The old order of 
secrecy and stealth is gone; speed, 
analysis, plain speaking and public¬ 
ity serve better. 

“8. Ijet us have co-operation, in¬ 
telligent effort, team work and un¬ 
derstanding. The old days where 
only the heads were presumed to 
have intelligence and the workers 
were supposed to obey order? Llind- 
ly and implicitly are gone The ex¬ 
ecutive or supervisor who can get 
the work out through loyalty at.d 
team work rather than direct .force 
of authority is by far the m >st 
valued man.
